THE VOTE FOR SEATING RED CHINA WAS MUCH SMALLER THAN MANY DIPLOMAT 
HAD EXPECTED. BUT UsS. AMBASSADOR ADLAI E, STEVENSON'S COMMENT AFTER 
THE MEETING WAS LIMITED TQ AN EXPRESSION OF GRATIFICATION THAT 

NA'S RIG oN ‘ 
NATIONAL ST SECTING THE SOVIET RESOLUTION, THE ASSEMBLY VOTED 45-30 
AGAINST AN AMENDMENT PROPOSED BY CAMBODIA, CEYLON AND INDONESIA TO 
CALL FOR THE SAME THING IN MORE POLITE WORDS, THERE WERE 20 
ABSTENTIONS ON THE RESOLUTION AND 28 ON THE AMENDMENT. 

DEFEAT OF THE PRO-COMMUNIST PROPOSITIONS WAS FORESHADOWED WHEN THE 
ASSEMBLY DECIDED THAT ANY PROPOSAL TO CHANGE THE U.N. REPRESENTATION 
OF CHINA WAS AN IMPORTANT QUESTION NEEDING A TWO-THIRDS VOTE, 

THE RESOLUTION TO THAT EFFECT, INTRODUCED BY AUSTRALIA, COLOMBIA, 
ITALY, JAPAN AND THE UNITED STATES PASSED BY A VOTE OF 61234--WELL 
OVER THE SIMPLE MAJORITY THAT WOULD HAVE SUFFICED. THERE WERE SEVEN 
ABSTENTIONS 

IN Pervious YEARS, THE UNITED STATES KEPT THE QUESTION OFF THE 
ASSEMBLY'S AGENDA BY PUTTING THROUGH YEARLY POSTPONEMENT RESOLU- 
TIONS, THIS YEAR, BELIEVING IT LACKED THE VOTES TO DO THAT, THE UNITED 
STATES PREPARED TO MEET THE SOVIET DEMAND HEAD-ON,

SOVIET DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER VALERIAN A. ZORIN SAID THE VOTE 
SHOWED MANY COUNTRIES FELT THE PROBLEM “SHOULD BE SOLVED IMMEDIATELY 
AND RADICALLY," 

"WE ARE CONVINCED,” HE SAID, “THAT MANY WHO WERE COMPELLED TO 
VOTE AGAINST OR ABSTAIN ON THIS (SOVIET) RESOLUTION WILL VOTE 
IN FAVOR AT THE NEXT SESSION."

A HIGH U.S. SOURCE SAID TONIGHT. 

AS THINGS STAND NOW THE PUBLIC STATEMENTS OF SOVIET LEADERS DO NOT 
BY ANY STRETCH OF THE IMAGINATION CONSTITUTE AN ACCEPTABLE BASIS FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS, THE INFORMANT SAID, 

HE MADE THE DISCLOSURES AFTER THE NORTH ATLANTIC PACT FOOREIGN, 
DEFENSE AND FINANCE MINISTERS ENDED A THREE-DAY CONFERENCE WITH A 
JOINT ENDORSEMENT OF NEW DIPLOMATIC CONTACTS WITH THE KREMLIN LOOKING 
TO A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF THE BERLIN CRISIS. 

THE INFORMANT DID NOT SPELL OUT THE MODIFICATIONS THE RUSSIANS 
WOULD HAVE TO MAKE IN THEIR BERLIN POLICY. HE EMPHASIZED THE 
MINISTERS APPROVED ONLY A FRESH DIPLOMATIC EXPLORATION TO DETERMINE IF 
A BASIS FOR FORMAL NEGOTIATIONS CAN BE FOUND.

ISSUANCE OF THE FINAL NATO CONFERENCE COMMUNIQUE WAS DELAYED SEVERAL 
HOURS WHILE AN ARGUMENT--WHICH THE AMERICAN SOURCE DESCRIBED AS 
IRRITATING AND FRUSTRATING--WENT ON AND ON, 

EVENTUALLY A FORMULA OF WORDS WAS FOUND THAT SATISFIED BOTH THE 
UNITED STATES AND FRANCE. EACH COUNTRY COULD CLAIM A PARTIAL 
VICTORY, MOST DIPLOMATIC OBSERVERS FELT. 

THE UNITED STATES RECEIVED A BLESSING FROM NATO TO RESUME THE 
DIPLOMATIC PROBE IN MOSCOW IN THE NEXT FEW WEEKS TO KEEP CONTACT 
WITH THE KREMLIN AND SOUND OUT RUSSIAN ATTITUDES ON BERLIN, BRITAIN 
WILL CLOSELY SUPPORT THE UNITED STATES IN THIS PROBING ACTION, 


FRANCE, RECEIVED ASSURANCES THAT THE PROBE WAS AN 
EXPLORATORY OPERATION ONLY--THAT THERE WOULD BE NO RUSH INTO 
EAST-WEST NEGOTIATIONS,

THE MINISTERS’ COMMUNIQUE SAID THE NATIONS MOST DIRECTLY CONCERNED 
INFORMED THE NATO COUNCIL OF THEIR INTENTION TO RESUME DIPLOMATIC 
CONTACTS WITH RUSSIA ON BERLIN. THE COMMUNIQUE ADDED: 

"THEIR COLLEAGUES APPROVED THE RESUMPTIONS OF DIPLOMATIC CONTACTS AND 
EXPRESSED HOPE THAT A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT COULD BE ACHIEVED.® 

UeS. SECRETARY OF STATE DEAN RUSK AND BRITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY 
LORD HOME HAD INFORMED THE COUNCIL THAT WASHINGTON AND LONDON INTENDED T 
RESUME CONTACTS WITH SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER ANDREI A. GROMYKO, 

LLEWELLYN THOMPSON, U.S. AMBASSADOR TO RUSSIA, IS EXPECTED TO 
INITIATE THE PROBE IN MOSCOW, 

THE AMERICAN SOURCE SAID THAT WHETHER THE PROBE DEVELOPS INTO SOME

BERLIN, DEC 15 (AP)-THE U.S. COMMANDANT FOR BERLIN PLENGED IN A
